Blood 
and lust and lying and plunder and perfidy and all manner of iniquities 
enswathe the blood-soaked throne of Berlin, and God Almighty is sure to 
let the lifted thunders of His righteous wrath smite upon that throne. By 
the Allied forces of freedom the hands of the Lord are steadily plucking away 
the devil-built pillars of Prussianism. God is in this fight. Christ is in this 
conquest. Every organization worthy of a name and every man who deserves 
to live on the earth is taking a steady, fighting stand against the government 
of Germany whose government is the government of a blood-guilty ghoul. 
The world knows and surely God knows that Wilhelm, the ravisher of 
woman, the murderer of mothers, the butcherer of babies, the anarchist 
among rulers, the red-handed assassin of mankind, ought to dic. Who has 
commissioned him to dam all the world's rivers of peace? Who has com- 
missioned this Herod of hell to go forth in the slaughter of the “Innocent?” 
Who has commissioned this world-assassin to pul] down our church bells from 
the holy places of prayer and to mold them into minions of murder and 
unassuageable grief? If Christ, the King of Kings, has His commission from 
heaven to save and redeem, just that surely the Kaiser has his commission 
from hell to slaughter and ruin. No man is a friend of the Christ who is not 
a foe to the Kaiser. No man can sanely love humanity who does not sin- 
cerely hate the Hun, the hellish hater of humanity. Let none forget the true 
taching of Christianity which says, Despise that which is evil; cleave to that 
which is good.” 


II. 


60 IGHT the good fight. If it can be fought with song, fight it with 
songs. If it can be fought with prayer, fight it with prayer. If it 
can be fought with kindness, fight it with kindness. But fighting is 

not fooling. If the good fight must be fought with guns, let them be good 

guns. Christianity is not a commission from high heaven that it is the world's 
bounden duty to be overrun by hell and the Huns. Resist that which is 
evil. That is Christianity. Real resistance is a standing four-square against 
the thing resisted. Injustice is evil. Tyranny is evil. Oppression is evil. 

They must be resisted by righteousness. And if the evildoers force the 

issue of the sword, let the holy hand of righteousness seize the sword and 

thrust it to the hilt against the Hun and for humanity. 

There arise some conditions in the programme for the liberation of the 
world under which even Jesus said, “I came not to send peace, but a sword.” 
He plainly recognized that there may be a desperation of wickedness among 
“Rulers in high places where righteousness would be forced to the sword in 
self-defense. “Fight the good fight. But fight, do not fool about it. Train 
the implements of death on the despoilers of humanity. To the full measure 
of their might they are trying to drive all the decencies of humanity out of 
the world. It is the fight of freedom for the high sanctities of the soul that 
has gradually through the years brought the Allies of liberty together. This 
good fight of faith has brought these Liberty links together. This 
fight for freedom is what has welded them into one conquering chain, and 
even the infuriated brutes of Berlin can never break them. Cod could not 
be God and stand aloof from the struggle of this liberty league of the nations.

HESE links of liberty have been welded together by a great world de- 
sire for the universal freedom of mankind. This desire which brought 


the Allies together is the dynamic which will keep them together. There 
are four great factors which are common to the greatest freedom of any peo- 
ple. These are the factors which have bound Britain, France, Italy and Amet- 
ica together in one irrefragable bond of a world brotherhood. The bloody 
fingers of Berlin can never break this bond asunder. These four factors of 
freedom are the free church, the free school, the free assembly and the fre 
press. These are the four fires where liberty constantly kindles her torches, 
The Allies are fighting for all that makes life lovely and livable. The Ger- 
mans are fighting for a tyranny that would strangle justice, smother hope and 
kill love. With Prussian tyranny on the throne of the world life would be 
one protracted nightmare of torture and of terror. The curse of German Kul- 
tur would be the scourge of the world. The policy of Potsdam would dam 
the world. The reign of the Teuton would be a reign of terror. The forces 
of freedom on every battle front are fighting hell wherever they are fighting 
the Hun. The desire for the freedom of mankind is the dynamic which has 
brought the Alllies of liberty together and it is the power which will keep them 
indissoluble till this battle of destiny is done. The worst wickednesses of the 
world which the German government practices and for which its iniquitous 
Prussianism stands WILL NOT WIN THIS WAR. ? 
IV. 
NOTHER reason for believing that the Allies will hold together till 
the liberty of the world is achieved is rooted in history. Nations have 
prospered and grown to greatness on the very principles for which 
the liberty Allies are now contending. History shows that Prussianism car- 
ries in its inhuman policy the seeds of death and decay. THE PRINCIPLES 
OF THE LIBERTY ALLIES ARE THE PRINCIPLES OF NATIONAL CO- 
HESION. THE PRINCIPLES OF PRUSSIANISM HAVE ALWAYS BEEN 
NATIONALLY DISRUPTIVE. The disrupted nations have fought for false 
ideals. Even brave France in the far past fought for the false ideal of glory. 
France became impoverished, feeble and wretched under Napoleon, a vain 
secker after glory. France has widened in her ideal till she now sacrificially 
and heroically seeks the freedom of the world. The star of France will shine 
on while world freedom is her national ideal. She will survive. 

Wealth more than glory may be a nation's ideal. Every nation must have 
large sums of money, but when material wealth has been the national ideal 
it has tended to administrative inflation and extravagance and ultimate disrup- 
tion. Cortez said, “If the King of Mexico has any gold, let him send it to us, 
for my companions and I have a disease of the heart that is cured by gold. 
He had spoken more to purpose had he said. A disease of the heart that is 


caused by gold.” 2 


Babylon was drunk with riches. The splendors of the earth in her day 
gathered in her palaces. Babylon was bloated with selfishness and shame. 
Her wealth could not save her from disruption and dissolution. Battering 
rams pounded down her walls. Her world-famed gardens were plowed to 
pieces.

tion. How little read in human history is the ruler who does not 


know this. How obtuse is the hangman of the Huns not to have 
noted this. The beast of Berlin may be a cunning thief, he may be a shrewd 
assassin of mothers and their babies, but he is a stupid student of the cen- 
turies. Kaiser Wilhelm may be a past master in lying, in looting; he 
may surpass the cannibalism of the South Sea Islanders; the Kaiser may 
be the maddest dog in the kennel; but if he does not know he is hurrying his 
nation down to dissolution and death, then he is a fool of the first magnitude. 
Has he not read the history of Assyria? Is he so insane as to think that his 
imbruted soldiery and himself will escape the inquisition of the eternal 
Judge? Sodom and Gomorrah had no darker deeds than this blood- 

of Berlin and his assassin soldiery. 

In the Hall of Sargon the King had himself represented as stabbing and 
butchering his captives with a knife held in his own hand. Kaiser Wilhelm 
would feel entirely at home with that sort of infamy. The prophet Nahum 
tells the tragedy of Assyria’s fall.

BLIND BELIEF INSUFFICIENT. 


In the eleventh chapter of the 
epistie to the Hebrews the writer, 
after defining faith as “the evidence 
of things not seen,” gives an ex- 
ample of how the word is to be 
used when he says, “Through faith 
we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God.” Now 
it would manifestly be impossible 
for us to perceive “that the worlds 
were framed by the word of God" 
through anything less than spiritual 
understanding. 

In the third chapter of Acts Peter, 
in his sermon on the healing of the 
lame man, describes his method by 
saying, “And His (Christ Jesus) 
name through faith in His name 
hath made this man strong.” Here 
the statement is made that healing 
came about through faith, spiritual 
understanding of the name of Jesus, 
the Christ, but the word name as 
used in the Scriptures had a deeper 
significance than it has in our mod- 
ern times. The idea of a name in 
the Hebrew language and the He- 
brew mind was not merely that of 
a sound by which an object might 
be designated, but that of a sig- 
nificant term which should really 
indicate ite quality or nature. 

This idea was so deeply imbedded 
in the thought of the people of that 
time that throughout the Old Tes- 
tament the names of various Bible 
characters were changed when 


kind. 

The Master sald in His prayer to 
His Father: “I have manifested Thy 
name unto the men which Thou 
gavest Me out of the world,” and 
what did the Master do but to 
manifest God's nature to the men 
that God had given him out of the 
world? 

So, then, Peter's eta “And 
His name through faith in His name 
hath made this man strong,” meant 
that the manifestation of Jesus's 


man, which he had revealed. to 
them, and which they understood, 
had made this man whole. 

Again and again it is pointed out 
in the New Testament that faith in 
His name, that is, understanding of 
His mature, is what heals and saves 
in every instance. 

The Bible speaks of God as spirit, 
as life, as truth, and as love, and 
these words are used not merely to 
find other terme by which we 
might speak of God, but just as 
other names in the Bible are used, 
because they express His nature, in 
order to enlarge our understanding 
of what God is. The Bible also 
speaks of Him as the creator—that 
from which all proceeds. 

Mrs. Eddy, following out this 
same thought of using terme which 
express the nature of God, and 
hence enlarge our understanding of 
Him, uses the word “principle” to 
express the thought of creator, since 
principle e that from .which all 
proceeds and by which all exists. 

Mrs. Eddy has also given us the 
term father- mother, by which there 
is brought to consciousness the com- 
pleteness of the creator, the moth- 
erhood as well as the fatherhood of 
God, and also a larger thought of 
God as love. When we think of God 
as Father, our thought of Him is 
apt to be limited by our earthly 
sense of fatherhood, which, no mat- 
ter how complete, is still lacking 
in the fullness of those qualitics of 
love and tenderness which the 
mother thought expresses. 

No matter by what term we may 
think of God, a logical deduction as 
to the nature of man and the uni- 


verse will always bring us to the 


same point—that of the eternal per- 
fection of all that God has made. 
Following this out, a thinker must 
of necessity recognize the unreality 
of sickness and all that is contrary 
to His divine nature. 

GOD I8 MIND. 

Let us consider the fact that God 
is mind, the only mind, for to the 
degree that we recognize this great 
truth shall we be able to get rid of 
sickness and sin. : 

Perhaps not all have been in the 
habit of thinking of God as mind, 
although most everyone admits that 
God ts wisdom. The word wisdom 
has generally been defined to mean 
a degree of knowledge so that in- 
finite wisdom—wisdom without de- 
gree—and 


infinite mind are thd 
same. 

We may illustrate the divine 
mind by using the ordinary concep- 
tion of a human mind as an en- 
ample, for, although the human 
mind is not real, in certain finite 
ways it counterfeits the divine mind. 

You sav your friend has a fine 
mind. You say vou know thie be- 
cause he has many fine ideas which 
he expresses. You have never seen 
his mind, but you have known the 
expression of it in ideas, If he never 
moved a muscle, never spoke a 
word, you would rightly conclude 
that there Was no mind there. So a 
mind to be called a mind must be 
filled with ideas. and an idea by 
virtue of being an idea must be ex- 
pressed. It is impossible to conceive 
of a mind filled with ideas yet un- 
expressed. for a mind with no ex- 
preasion is not a mind, but a blank. 
You would say that a rock has no 
mind and no ideas simply because it 
has no expression, for where there 
are ideas there is expression. The 
infinite mind therefore is filled with 
an infinite number of ideas or 
thoughts which must be expressed. 
and the activity, the reflection, the 
manifestation of these ſdeas con- 
stitute man and the universe. God's 
ideas express Him in countless 
apiritual forms, which range from 
the infinitesimal to the infinite, and 
the highest of these ideas are the 
sons and daughters of God, As 
God's ideas we exist in divine mind, 
in reality, and are perfect, spiritual. 
and immortal, and because we exist 
in Him the Scriptures declare that 
“In Him we live, and move, and 
have our being.” 

There is a further quality of an 
idea that we must consider. An 
idea has no power to do anything 
or to be anything other than just the 
idea of the mind in which it exists 
It cannot change itself or become 
more or leas or different than mind 
Intended it should be, for it has no 
volition of its own and must of 
necessity express exactly the quali- 
ties of the mind whose idea it Is. For 
example: If you have a thought of 
love for your neighbor, th idea 
cannot get away from you and 
change itself into a thought of hate. 
In like manner the ideas in mind 
must express exactly what mind m- 
tends ther should express. 

Man is the perfect idea of infinite 
mind, God, and as such an idea has 
only divine volition. He has there 
fore no volition to choose to do evil, 
or to be sick, nor can he become 
separated from the mind which con- 
tains him. Man, then, God's idea, 
God's image and lIfkeness, has all 
the quelites of God and not a single 
quality which is not of God; there- 


thought, God's 
thought, must express God's na- 


for he is healthful and holy: 
spiritual, perfect, immortal. 
“THE NATURE OF MIND. 
What is the nature of God which 
man as God's idea must manifest’? 
God is Love, and infinite love can 


have within it no thought of fear 


or evil. God is Life, having with- 
in it no element of sickness or death. 
God is Spirit, and there can be no 
matter where all is spirit. 


We say that God is omniscient, 


omnipotent, and omnipresent, but 


often with little thought of what 
such a statement means. Whatever 


of science or knowledge a person 


may manifest is a mental, not @ 
Likewise his 


physical expression. 
power or potency is but the expres- 


sion of thought either on his body 
or in other ways, and his presence 
is felt through his thought and ac- 
tion by those who have never 80 


much as seen his person. 


Few of us have seen the President 
of our country in the flesh, yet most 
of us have felt in some measure his 
knowledge and power, and his pres- 
ence in the nation. These qualities 
omniscience, 
omnipotence, and omnipresence are 
God's qualities because God is mind. 
Mind ie omnipresent, manifesting 
omnipotence to the exclusion of 
every belief in any other power and 
expressing omniscience—-all science 
or true knowledge to the exclusion 
of every material belief. Man's ex- 
istence is within the infinite mind. 
He manifests only that life which 
has within it no element of sicknes# 
or death. He is kept in that love 
which provides health and joy for prod 
its ideas in infinite abundance. He 
ia epiritual and not material because 


are mental, and 


he dwells in everpresent spirit. 


The recognition of the fact that 
God is mind, and that the real and 
spiritual man lives within this mind 
leaves no room for a mortal, matert- 
al, sick and sinful man, yet we have 
the problem of materiality with its 
sickness and woes to deal with. Let 
us see if we cannot deal with them 


by means of Christian Science. 


Nothing seems more real to the 


human mind than does matter, yet 
the most eminent physicists of the 
present day ate quite at one in #ay- 
ing that it is impossible to prove that 
there is such a thing as matter. 


They say that matter is a function 


of something outside itself, the ex- 
pression of energy; and this is just 


another way of saying that matter 
is an expression of thought. Christian 


Science agrees with them in saying 


that matter is an expression of 


thought, but points out further that 


matter is an expression not of right 


but of wrong thought; that all right 
thought, real 


ture, and is therefore spiritual, not 
material, and is expressed in spir- 
itual things, not material things. 
The whole material universe, with 
all ite ein, sickness and death, is 
just the manifestation of this 
wrong materia! thought which coun- 
terfeita the spiritual. 

The sum total of these material 
beliefs Mrs. Eddy has named mortal 
mind. It includes the belief in mat- 
ter, all the so-called material laws; 
evil, disease, and death; mate 
man and the material universe. 
These various beliefs are not of God 


because they are contrary to His 
nature. The material man mant-j 


teme sin, sickness, and materiality, 
which are the very opposite of the 
qualities of health, holiness and 
spirituality which the spiritual man 
must inevitably manifest as the im- 
age and likeness of God. The mate- 
rial man is therefore but a counter- 
felt—-an expression of material be- 


et and not of that truth which is 


God. 

The New Testament calis this ma- 
terial or mortal mind the “carnal 
mind,“ or mind of the flesh. We 
are distinctly told that the carnal 
mind and its manifestation, carnal 
ody “it enmity against God,“ that 


“flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
Kingdom; that “they that are + ** 


flesh cannot please God. 


plain that God did not make the 


mortal body, for His own thoughts, 
His own ideas, cannot be at enmity 
with Him. 


THOUGHT EXPRESSED ON BODY 
Now the material body can do 
nothing of itself, but is simply the 


expression of the conscious or un- 


conscious thought of the mortal, hu- 


man mind. The conclusion of the 
philosophers of our day, that mat- 


ter is simply an expression of 


thought, carries with it the added 
conclusion that etery material con- 


dition must be an expression of 


thought, hence that disease is an ex- 


pression of thought. When we are 


sick, it is sick thought, made mani- 


fest on the body; and when we are 
well it is well thought which is 


made manifest on the body. Every 
function, every action, every condi- 
tion of the body is, from one mo- 
ment to the next, but the expres- 
sion of human belief, unless such 
belief be corrected by Christian 
Science. 

If a man were hungry and food 
which was placed before him had 


something about it that was ex- 


ceedingly unappetizing, it would ap- 
parently be his stomach which pro- 
tested, because the thought which 
he entertained about the food would 
be made manifest on his body; but 
what would his stomach know about 


the food? Absolutely nothing. If 


he believed the food was all right, 
this thought would be made mani- 
test in proper activity of the stom- 
ach: and if he had eaten food be- 
lieving it to be all right and then 
had discovered that it was all 
wrong, his changed thought would 
be made manifest in changed func- 
tion—in nausea, Indigestion, and 80 
forth. 

In like manner, to believe that 
cold or wet could harm us would be 
just as disastrous to the lungs or the 
throat as to believe that unappetiz- 
ing food could make the stomach 
— 1 And when we come to inves- 
tigate this subject, we find that 
there are myriads of thoughts which 
the world has been entertaining 
and which we have been making 
manifest on our bodies in deranged 
function of various parts of it. 

It is not neces to know each 
particular mortal belief, or so-called 
law, in order that we may appropri- 


ate the sicknesses and troubles they 
stand for, for we have accepted the 


idea that disease May come upon 
Us unawares, so we take in these 
wrong thoughts unconsciously and 
manifest them on our es in 


sickness. 


ALL DISEASE MENTAL 
There are many who admit that 


some diseases are mental, but who 
still believe that those conditions 


known as germ diseases must 


material. 


We are told that germs are min- 


ute forms of vegetable life, and we 
all know that vegetation likes a 
suitable soll in which to grow. It 
is possible that you might find min- 
ute forms ee vegetable life in disease 
conditions 

disease; but when our thought is 
right, our bodies are right, and there 
is no suitable soll for the entertain- 
ment of any minute forms of vege- 
table lite, whether you call them 
germs or somgthing else. 


r im the products of 


It is not sonable to maintain 


that because you find germs in the 
products of disease that they cause 
the disease. No one would maintain 
that because he found polliwogs in a 
mud puddle that they made the mud 
puddle. The polliwogs are in the 
mud puddle simply because it is a 
nice place for polliwogs, and if there 

of 


are germs in products 


they are there for the same rea- 


son—because they find a congenial 
soll in which to grow. 

THOUGHT BRINGS HEALTH. 

As we see that both sin and sick- 
ness are simply manifestations of 
mortal thought, thoughts of imper- 
fection, we also see that by putting 
the thought of the perfection of God 
and all that God has made in place 
of this wrong thought, we shall rule 
out the wrong thought; and with no 
wrong thought there can be no 
wrong manifestation. The Bible 
makes this identical statement when 
it says: “Put off e oncerning the 
former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the 
deceitful lusts; and be renewed in 
the spirit of your mind; an 
„ »puton the new man, 
which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness.” 

It is the putting off of the old man 
and the putting on of the new, 
through the application of the teach- 
ings of Christian Science, that con- 
stitutes the healing. The thoughts 
of sickness and sin are ruled out of 
human consciousness by the under- 
standing and declaration of the per- 
fection of that which God has made. 

DECEPTION OR WHAT? 


There are those who feel that it is 
almost a sacrilege to dispose of ma- 
terial man as just the counterfeit 
of the spiritual, perfect man. This 
material man is so wonderfully 
made, they say, how can it be pos- 
sible that God did not make him? 
They feel that it te dishonoring God 
to ro ee the material man as His 
uct. 

Material man does seem to be 
wonderfully made, but you will re- 
member that in the many “better 
baby” shows that have been preva- 
lent about the country, though the 
best and most perfect babies are 
entered, it is sometimes impossible 
to find one that is 100 per cent. 
perfect. If material man is the 
creation of God, it is not honoring 
God very much to have to admit 
that more than 95 per cent. of His 
creation could be vastly improved 
upon in the very beginning. The 
material man seems to be wonder- 
fully made, only because he is the 
counterfeit of t wonder of God's 
creating—man in His image and 
likeness, perfect, spiritual and im- 


m . 

Others maintain that God made 
man perfect, and gave him his own 
free will to do good or evil, but 
man chose to do evil, and the evil 
brought sickness and other troubles 
upon him; or that man unknowingly 
transgressed God's lass, but that 
God is in no way responsible, be- 
cause had man chosen to do right 
all would have been well. 

Suppose an architect put up a 
building and it fell down. would 
that be the fault of the building? 
Would you blame the building? It 
would only fall because it was so 
constructed that it could fall. Ob- 
viously. if God made man so he 
could fall, and he fell, it would be 
God's fault. not man’s. But the 
man that God made never fell. 
RIGHTEOUSNESS LIBERTY. 

Tt should be stated also, that those 
who hold to the belief that God 
made man free to do either good or 
evil are holding a belief that is 
directly contrary to Jesus's teach- 
ing. He said: “I came down from 
Heaven, not to-do Mite own will. 
but the will of Him that sent Me.” 
“I can of Mine own self do noth- 
ing“ “Whosoever shall do the will 
of God, the same is My brother, 
and My sister, and mother.” The 
Master everywhere taught that to do 
God's will constituted freedom: for 
He told those who believed that if 
they continued in His word its truth 
would make them free: and that 
whosoever committed sin was in 
bondage to sin. It has ever been 
bondage to be sick and sinful, and 
to stop being sick and sinful is to 
enter into “the glorious liberty of 
the children of God.” 

It is not maintained that the doc- 
trine of the unreality of matter, 
which is unquestionably logical and 
true, has as yet been fully demen- 
strated. Anyone who is seeking help 
in Christian Science need not trouble 
about it. It is much more tmpor- 
tant that you should recognize that 
God is willing and able to help and 
heal you. later on through the 
study of Christian Science His na- 
ture and aliness will begin to un- 
fold to you, and you will see that 
the unreality of matter is the nat- 
ural corollary. 

The many vexed questions con- 
cerning salvation and touching tho 
purpose of divine love toward His 
children are answered through the 
spiritual unfoldment which comes 
through the study of Christian 
Science. Those questions which 
the searcher of truth had been told 
were too difficult to be answered, or 
were mysteries which God in His in- 
scrutable wisdom had kept from 
him, are clearly and satisfactorily 
answered and he finds them to be 
things which divine love intended he 
should understand. 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE APPLIED. 

Now you may accept the statement 
of Christian Science as good logic, 
but you must apply it m order to 
know that it is true, We have 
shown that mind is ever present 
the idea of that 
mind. o what can we a 
fact? 

Are you believing that sorrow 
and worry and discord are real and 
that you are suffering from them? 
let us dare to say that mind knows 
no such thing, and that vou and I, 
God's ideas, can manifest only the 
joy and peace and harmony of the 
mind in which we live, for if we 
keep our thought filled with truth 
and love we shall humanly manifest 
the divine mind in harmony and 
peace. 

We have believed in and suffered 
from sins—hatred, envy, deceit and 
other evil beliefs, but in apite of 
their seeming reality, let us deny 
them any place in our thought, 
for in reality we are God's children, 
mind’s ideas, and by filling our 
thought with this fact we shall hu- 
manly manifest more of the love, 
purity, spiritual power and holiness 
of spirit. 

Have you been troubled in your 
business? The application of Chris- 
Ulan Science to business is not mys- 
terlous or occult, neither is it to be 
confused with will power or sugges- 
tion, It is the application of 
thoughts of honesty, mutual bless- 
ing, gratitude and generosity far 
above the standard of thonght the 
business world has generally known 
and this haw brought many success- 
ful business conditions where before 
there had been business failures. 

Those wrong physical conditions 
which have come through the ad- 
mission of the world’s thought of a 
material law of heredity, are healed 
and annulled when we learn that 
the only inheritance we have is of 
Ged, and hence good.

time—are filled with lurking curses; 
that at every turn some unseen foe 
is likely to strike us down. All 
these wrong material conditions are 
done away with when we learn that 
mind’s ideas live in the “atmosphere 
of love divine” and that mind pro- 
vides its ideas with an abundance of 
spiritual] sustenance. Jesus said 1 
have meat to eat that ye know not 
vf.” 


So there is no condition from 
which we have suffered individually, 
whether it be mental or moral or 
physical, which Christian Science 
does not heal. 

WORLD'S NEED OF HEALING. 

Then too, Christian Scientists are 


dj helping through right thinking to 


neal the wrong conditions from 
which the world is suffering. For 
several years past there hes been a 
thought prevalent of destruction, 
starvation, and want. This thought 
entertained by the entire world 
would tend to make the agriculturist 
plant and cultivate at the wrong 
time, and do everything to bring 
about the poorest results. It would 
tend to make those into whose hands 
the foodstuffs come, horde them 
away from those to whom they 
should rightfully go. Christian 
Scientists through their understand- 
ing that God is substance, and that 
because “ev good gift and every 
perfect gift“ is from this infinite 
source there is m reality an infinite 
abundance of every good thing—are 
enabled to help to change this wrong 
thought and to brig about a bet- 
tered material condition. 

There has been a thought preva- 
lent that our men enlisting 
y are going 
across the water and not coming 
back. Surely this wrong ugh 
entertained by our people will not 
help to bring them back. 

Liberty is the manifestation of 
principle. The Bible says: “Where 
the spirit of the Lord is, there is lib- 
erty.” This nation was conceived 
in liberty and when these young men 
go forth to protect, to perpetuate 
that liberty, are they not entitied to 
the protection of the Most High? 
When David went forth to meet Go- 
Hath do you think he had any doubt 
as to whether he was coming back? 
Can we not have the consciousness 
of God's protection for these men 
which the Psalmist had when he 
said: “A thousand shall fall at thy 
side, and ten thousand at thy right 
hand, but it shall not come nigh 
thee.” 

It is not sufficient for us to give of 
our labor, our money or our young 
men, but we must in addition give 
our full quota of right thinking, to 
the end that the mental mesmerism 
of frightfulness and aggression 
which has been undertaking to over- 
run the world shall be chastened 
through the meekness and might of 
divine Love. 

MUST NOT HATE. 


Va need to be very careful at this 
time that we do not get to hating. 
John says: This is the message 
that ye have heard from the begin- 
nine that we should love one an- 
other.” 

The greatest love which we could 
show to a neighbor who had become 
so self-mesmerized in a wrong 
thought that in his madness he 
sought to bring all the rest of his 
neighbors into bondage would be to 
go forth and restrain him. 

Today there is a nation which 
through education and environment 
has become convinced, become mes- 
merized by the idea of world domi- 
nation. Its government sets forth 
the belief that it is above moral law. 
It conceives it to be its mission to 
crush out that liberty for which 
democratic peoples have struggled 
for centuries. And the kindest, most 
loving thing which we can do is to 


‘go forth and restrain that nation in 


its wrong course—and it only lets us 


carefy 
that we do not hate. After all, the 
only real peace that can come to the 
world must come through loving one 
another. And we can only make this 
demonstration of love for our.neigh- 
bor as we recognize the fact which 
Mrs. Eddy has so clearly and beau- 
tifully stated, that “Principle and 
idea—perfect God and perfect man,” 
must be “the basis of thought and 
demonstration.”
